View Home-built Ship 

Much publicity wag given this dis¬ 
trict in a daily press report appear¬ 
ing in the Calgary Albertan of Satur¬ 
day last under the heading of “Alber¬ 
ta’s Farmer Boatbuilder construct 40- 
passenger craft.” The boat builder is 
W. F Jennijohn whose construction 
along this line is known by everyone 
in the community. The report says. 

“Alberta’s farmer boatbuilder has* 
constructed another craft and Friday 
evening hundreds of Calgary resi¬ 
dents viewed the imposing vessel, 
carried on a specially-built trailer, as 
its entourage stood on a city street. 

“W. F. Jennipohn said that this 
craft was probably his best work. His 
vessels have been constructed under 
unusual difficulties on his farm mid¬ 
way between Vulcan and Arrowwood. 
None have been tested until they have 
been carried scores of miles to a lake. 
None has proved a failure. The new 
vessel is 38 feet long with a 10 foot 
beam. She is destined for Sylvan Lake 
where she will ply this summer with 
a sister ship, The Maple Leaf, don- 
structed by Mr. Jennijohn some years 
ago 

“Strangely enough, Mr. Jenniphon 
has learned the most of what he 
knows about shipbuilding since he 
went to his inland farm. Taking up 
pie work first as a hobby he discov¬ 
ered that there was a demand for the 
craft he constructed and that they 
were suitable for use on Alberta 
lakes. 

“Vessels constructed by Mr. Jenni¬ 
john are not toys. His latest ship has 
accommodation for 40 passengers. It 
is powered with a six-cylinder motor 
that will give it a high cruising speed 
with economical operation. All rib¬ 
bing has been done in oak and the 
ship has been constructed for long 
service. It is painted red and white

In travelling through the country, 
the most alariming sight in an other¬ 
wise pleasing prospect, is the preval¬ 
ence of stink weed. It has apparent¬ 
ly taken possession of many fields 
and it blight is on the majority of 
farms. 

It is going to drain fertility and 
moisture from the soil, robbing the 
wheat of what it requires Added to 
this is the added expense at thresh¬ 
ing time, of harvesting an abundant 
crop of stink weed seed. 

The menace this year appears to 
be much greater than in past years 
It is noticeable that while some far¬ 
mers have put up a stiff and fairly 
successful battle against the spread 
of the weed, other farmers adjacent, 
are over-run. 

The roadways also are overgrown 
with weeds. This creates a most dis¬ 
couraging situation for the "clean” 
•farmer. 

The war on weeds is no individual 
>ffort, and conducted as such is futile 
and discouraging. There is little use 
one farmer attempting to keep his 
land clean if neighbor’s land and 
highways are studded with weeds. 


From time to time weed killers 
have been put on the market, and ex¬ 
perimentation is going on continually. 
I^ast year a weed killer was demon¬ 
strated in this district, with apparent 
success. It was one of the Trail 
Smelter products and could be ap¬ 
plied from a blower. On the Ameri¬ 
can side, weed killers are applied 
through use of airplanes, which cov¬ 
ers a tremendous area in one day. 

It would seem that only through 
such wholesale process, as by air¬ 
plane could the weeds of this district 
be effectively curbed. It is a most 
necessary item of expenditure, and is 
a responsibility of governments rath¬ 
er than individuals- or municipalities 
Apparently inspectors have accom- 
plshed little in years of inspecting, 
and if their salaries were turned to 
some large scale method of destroying 
weeds, it would he more effective. 

As a matter of fact many farmers 
have much more land than they can 
care for It is impossible for them to 
farm hundreds of acres carefully on 
limited means and with limited help. 
And in many instances the small 
farm, shows up very creditably 
against the large acreages.

Then it will be ready for the next 
session of legislature, and if approved will be enforced as

It 
should not present serious difficulties to operate these 
large areas efficiently.

All over Canada, teachers, like others, are submitting, 
their salaries to the axe. In Ontario the Secondary School 
Teachers Federation has suspended the rule for minimum 
salaries. The old minimum schedule was $2000 in city 
collegiate* and high schools; $1700 in towns and villages; 
$1500 in continuation schools. 

The move to suspend minimums seems very wise. Any 
attempt to maintain minimums in these days would only 
lead to subterfuge and evasion. Better a salary in line 
line with the salaries of the greatly reduced incomes of 
taxpayers, than a salary impossible to get, or one which 
would establish teachers as a plutocracy And better a 
small salary ttian none at all. 

There is much more discussion of the cuts in teachers’ 
salaries, than the^almost universal salary cuts in other 
lines. ■ This is partly due to the fact that teachers’ salar¬ 
ies are more a matter for public discussion, because they 
are linked up with taxes. — 

’ There is a general recognition that teachers rarely 
share in “good times’’ to the extent of otiier professions. 
Teachers salaries have never sky-rocketed in booming 
times, but they have never failed to drop with every de¬ 
pression. ■ And their climb upward is always a slow ajnd 
painful process. ’ \ 

Probably no profession or no employee is paid with si* 
little regard to actual service. On the teacher is placed 
a tremendous responsibility. Not only has he the duty 
of impressin g the fine p oints of reading, writing and 
rithmetic, but all lu s life lie must keep abreast with new 
methods, now^ fads and fancies in the system of teaching. 
Most important of all, -iie must supplement home training 
in morals and manners. And altogether too often, the 
entire burden of inculcating manners i$nd morals falls up¬ 
on him. He is obliged to overcome the harmful influences 
of home environment, and substitute others more helpful. 
He has in all, the most responsible position possible to 
. hold. And it is unnecessary'to say that he is not paid in 
proposition to these services. 

To be sure, not all teachers consider their duties in this 
serious light. There are teachers who excel in academic 
lines and leave little permanent imprint on their pupils. 
And there are teachers who are not tremendously success¬ 
ful academically, but who are most valuable associates 
and directors of youth. 

A good teacher of fine personality and Influence is be¬ 
yond pric“. He belongs to the “God ordained priesthood.’’ 
The young apprentices in teaching are treated fairly gen¬ 
erously, but the able and experienced teacher never real¬ 
izes on the full value of his experience. The best teach¬ 
ers 1 rarely command or demand fop salaries. They Seem 
to carry on with the reward of the spirit, the reward of 
achievement. And are very happy people.

~ LARGER UNITS 

Premier Brownlee is not the man to come breezing 
along with some half-finished idea that is all loose threads 
and tangles When he announces a proposed change, it is 
a neat and well-arranged plan. It has been thought out 
in detail before any word reaches the public, which is per¬ 
haps a very good virtue. < 

His announcement of a plan to amalgamate municipali¬ 
ties into larger areas, for economy’s sake, will be received 
with general approval. People are developing enthusiasm 
for any plan which promises a saving, instead of the 166 
municipal districts and 143 improvement districts, he pro¬ 
poses" 40 enlarged areas, bearing some resemblance to the 
county system of the East. TJiere will be a council of six 
or seven, each representing a certain ward. He considers 
that it will be-i> o s sible fo r this body to look after the 
greatly enlarged areas adequately and the changed sys¬ 
tem would present a great saving in cost of administra¬ 
tion both in Edmonton and the municipalities. 

In his plan for division of the province, one of the ef¬ 
forts will be to group together areas presenting the same 
industrial or agricultural interest. Population and assess¬ 
able property will also be regarded to equalize the cost of 
functioning to ak great an extent as poggible. 

Not only is economy anticipated from plan, but it is 
anticipated that a better system of road building would 
be instituted, a better system of school levies, and a gen-- 
eral cost of education. 


BRITISH EMPIRE 

The Chicago Herald comments on the peculiar bonds of 
the British Empire as follows: 

What a queer thing the British Empire is when you 
come to think of it. 

In ordinary times you would naturally judge from the 
way Ireland and the dominions and colonies talk about 
Great Britain that the poor old mother country didn’t 
have a friend on earth. 

In ordinary times some part of the British Empire is 
always berating the home government. 

In times of peace everybody feels at liberty to assume 
a possible revolution in India; separation of the domin¬ 
ions, and all sorts of other disastrous things. 

In times of peace the empire is always more or less 
“doomed” according to the statements of many gloom¬ 
laden British subjects. 

But in time of war how suddenly things look up in that 
queer, queer British Empire. 

“I haven’t a thing to take back-,” says Ireland, “but un¬ 
der the circumstances show me the enemy as soon possible 
I want to get at him.” 

“Yours of recent date received,” says Canada. “Am 
sending men as fast as they can be got ready and trans¬ 
portation secured.” 

“Reserving for a more auspicious time any hatred a part 
of our population justifiably bears to England,” says 
South Africa, “We are prepared to do our utmost in the 
present war.” 

“Serious local dissbtifaction, will arise, sahib .unless In¬ 
dians are permitted to give their lives for the honorable 
empire, now that it is at war with a foreign nation,” says 
India. 

It’s everywhere the same story. In peace it’s “Confound 
your stupid, unreasonable, fat-headed, doomed, arrogant 
soul” In time of need it’s “Count on us to the limit.” 

Which is why, we say, that the British Empire is a 
queer, queer institution!—Chicago Herald. 

NEW ALBERTA LOAN 
— 

The fact that despite the "discouraging discount rate 
when British money is being brought to Canada, Alberta 
has seen fit to turn to London for a provincial loan is in¬ 
dicative of the trend of the times which is making London 
once more the world’s banker. Alberta, it is said, will be 
able to borrow a million pounds sterling in London at 
hall - of one per cent, less interest than wa s paid for the 
! recent domestic loan of $5,000,000 floated in Canada. And 
j the new bonds will carry no tax-free provisions, as did the 
Spring domestic loan which caused so much criticism. 

Just here it might not be -ami’ss to state that the dis- 1 
yount on the British pound which is demanded when trans- 
lorrned into Canauian dollars is something which ail Can- 
acians should resent. Just why, with no direct exchange 1 
riiarKet between Britain and Canada for handling the ex- 
cnange of these lunds we should be forced to depend upon 
New 1 ork to set the scale of payments is something that 
lew Canadians can understand. Why should New York 
dictate the relative value of the British pound and the 
Canadian dollar? Surely the banking system of the two 
countries can set up exchange machinery which would re¬ 
lieve us of the annoyance of doing business with London 
through New York. Right now this wide spread in pound: 
and Canadian dollar values costs the Canadian farmer 10 
cents a bushel and l*i cents a pound on all wheat and beef 
shipped overseas. On the other side of the picture we see 
Canada imposing a dumping duty on imports from Britain 
because of the discount on sterling. In the case of Al- 
Alberta loan, we will be paying, we are told, 6.31 per 
cent, on the actual receipts in dollars, whereas the British 
people are loaning us the money at slightly over 5 per 
cent, on the pound valuation today. These are high prices 
to pay, and it is little wonder that there is an insistnt de- 
mand that, at the Ottawa conference nex month, the Em¬ 
pire nations get together on a monetary system which 
which will encourage trade between the component parts 
of the Empire rather than face the present discouraging 
exchange conditions.

The plan as so far developed will, 
m accordance with a resolution of the. 
last convention of the municipal dis¬ 
tricts association, be discussed furth¬ 
er with the executive of that organi¬ 
zation who have already been in con¬ 
sultation with Uvp|department offic¬ 
ials in its preparnSon! It will then 
be submitted to the next convention 
of that association after which it is 
noped it will be ready for submission 
to the next session of the provincial 
legislature. As a basis for discussion 
only, a map ha been prepared setting 
out a plan of consolidation wihch ap¬ 
pears reasonable and equitable to the 
departmental officials, but this map 
will, of course, be subject to adjust¬ 
ment, both as to the number of large 
units and their bi^indaries, as a re¬ 
sult of further discussion. The new 
districts would bb set up in accord¬ 
ance with certain fundamental princi¬ 
ples, more or less as follows: 

Grouping of localities having a 
common interest, and being of the 
same general agricultural and geo¬ 
graphical classification as far as pos¬ 
sible. 

Maintenance of the municipal boun 
daries along township and range 
lines save where natural boundaries 
such as rivers might more advantog- 
eously be used. 

Existence of sufficient population 
and assessable property so that each 
unit could function economically. 

Consideration of the accessibility of 
the administrative center. 

Government of the units would be 
much the same as the government of 
the present municipal districts There
